REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The past year the following cases of contagious diseases 
have been reported to me. Mumps, 11; Scarlet Fever, 2. 


There has been 3 cases of dog bite reported. 


In March and April the Public Health Nurse and Dr. 
Dearborn visited the schools and vaccinated 40 children 
against small pox and 42 received diptheria toxoid. 


It is regretted that more parents did not take advantage 
of the three Child Health Conferences sponsored by a vol- 
unteer group of Holden women and the State Bureau of 
Health. At that time 24 children received physical exami- 
nations; 4 were immunized against diphtheria; 5 received 
whooping cough vaccine, and 8 smallpox vaccinations. 


Your health officer wishes to express thanks to all those 
who made the Health Conferences and school vaccinations 
possible.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR HOLDEN 


January 1 to December 31, 1948 
BUREAU OF HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Public Health can be defined as the summation of the 
health of each individual in a community. The community 
which has a good public health program has a great eco- 
nomic asset because the citizens are well and are more able 
to take responsibility in the affairs of the community. 

In our civilization, with increasingly rapid travel, the 
individual’s health is not only his own problem but the 
concern of the community. He is not considered as being 
independent of his fellow citizens when this independency 
pertains to health anymore than when it pertains to traffic 
laws. 

Realizing that the prenatal, postnatal, infant, and pre- 
school periods in life are the most beneficial to the child, 
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more emphasis has been placed on these periods by your 
Public Health Nurse. 

Parents of infants and preschool children were given 
the opportunity of medical supervision at three Child 
Health Conferences sponsored by a group of Holden wo- 
men and the State Bureau of Health. There were 24 chil- 
dren who received physical examinations, 4 were immuniz- 
ed against diphtheria, 5 received whooping cough vaccine, 
and 3 were vaccinated against smallpox. 

Your nurse has continued the advisory service in the 
School Health Program. Home visits have been made to 
the parents of school children referred by the school per- 
sonnel because of certain problems. In March and April 
40 children were vaccinated against smallpox and 42 re- 
ceived diphtheria toxoid. 

As in the past, home visits have been made in the in- 
terest of Tuberculosis Control in order to keep these pa- 
tients and contacts under treatment and to prevent spread 
of the disease. 

The services of the Crippled Children’s and Pediatric © 
Clinics sponsored by the State Bureau of Health have been 
made available to those children referred by their family 
physician. 

It is regrettable that no progress has been made in or- 
ganizing a local Health Council although a fine group of 
volunteers assisted in making the Child Health Conferences 
successful. Little can be accomplished toward a complete 
Public Health Program without community understanding 
and support. 

My thanks to all those who have assisted in the Health 
Service during the past year.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


It has been a very favorable year with only 8 cases of 
contagious diseases reported. There probably have been 
other cases not reported to this office. For the benefit of 
the householders I am incorporating at the end of this re- 
port a list of diseases as compiled by the State Bureau of 
Health. | 

On the twenty-sixth of May Dr. Dearborn, assisted by 
Public Health Nurse, Helen Hackett, R. N. visited the 
schools and gave immunization for diphtheria to 32 chil- 
dren. On the same day 18 children received smallpox 
inoculations. 

At the Child Health Conferences, Dr. Fellows, assisted 
by Miss Hackett, gave 10 children diphtheria toxoid, 10 
whooping cough, 9 tetanus, and 3 smallpox vaccine. In ad- 
dition to these, each child received a complete physical 
examination.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR HOLDEN 
January 1 to December 31, 1949 


DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


Life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness are the rights 
of all men and included in these is health. Good health in 
all its citizens is an asset to any town. Your public health 
nurse strives throughout the year to teach and to help your 
townspeople obtain good health. 


During the past year your public health nurse has con- 
tinued to carry out a public health program. Because the 
early years of life are so important in the child’s develop- 
ment, emphasis has been placed on the visits to the infant 
and the expectant mother. Preschool and school children 
have been visited whenever health problems have existed. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held in Holden. A 
total of 30 children attended and each child was given a 
complete physical examination. Eight were immunized 
against diphtheria, 10 were immunized against whooping 
cough, 7 were immunized against tetanus and 3 were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 


Visits were made to the schools and conferences were 
held with the teachers regarding health problems. In May, 
with the cooperation of the local health officer, 30 children 
received diphtheria inoculation and 18 were vaccinated . 
against smallpox. In October 51 children were tested with 
the audiometer and the parents of the defective ones were 
notified by the teachers. 
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Children from Holden attended the Pediatric and Crip- 
pled Children’s Clinics held once a month at the Eastern 
Maine General Hospital. A Cardiac Clinic held once a month 
in Bangor is also available to the children of Holden. X-ray 
Clinics are held in Old Town and Bangor. These Clinics 
are sponsored by the Department of Health and Welfare. 
Referral to these clinics is by the family physician through 
the public health nurse. 


Home visits have been made to handicapped children in 
the community and communicable disease control has been 
carried out. Skin testing of tuberculosis contacts has been 
done whenever the physician requested. 


The effort and cooperation of the citizens of Holden helps 
to make the work of the public health nurse much more 
effective. I wish to take this time to extend my apprecia- 
tion to all those who have helped with the health work dur- 
ing the past year.

During the summer a total of 150 residents of Holden 
had free chest X-rays at Brewer High School.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


January 1 to December 31, 1950 


DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


In view of the present world crisis and revival of Civil 
Defense, your Public Health Nurse plans to emphasize pro- 
tection of health and promote home and community pre- 
paredness through a Local Health Council during the com- 
ing year. 


Home visits have been made to expectant mothers, in- 
fants, and preschool children to assist with health problems 
and to teach healthful living. The same has been done for 
communicable disease patients and crippled children. 


With the help of the local committee three Child Health 
Conferences were held. Forty-eight children attended the 
three conferences. Each child received a complete physical 
examination. Whooping cough vaccine was given to four- 
teen children, diphtheria toxoid was given to eighteen chil- 
dren, tetanus toxoid was given to eighteen children and 
smallpox vaccinations were given to eight children. Chil- 
dren found having physical defects were referred to their 
family physician. 


Clinics for Pediatric, Crippled Children, Cardiac, and 
Mental Hygiene services are made available to the children 
referred by their family physician for these services by the 
Department of Health and Welfare. These clinics are held at 
the Eastern Maine General Hospital in Bangor. 


Visits have been made to aid the teachers with health 
problems and home visits have been made whenever they 
were requested. 
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An immunization clinic was held in the spring. Nine 
children received diphtheria toxoid and seven were vacci- 
nated against smallpox. 


Your nurse wishes to thank all the members of the com- 
munity who have helped in the Public Health Nursing pro- 
gram during the past year.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE FOR 1951 


DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH. AND WELFARE 


“The foundation of positive health must be built in child- 
hood. Everything we do to assure children a healthy start in 
life improves the chances of good health in maturity.” 


The health of the child is started before birth, therefore 
special attention has been given to expectant mothers. 
Visits have been made to infants and preschool children 
to guide the parents in the health of their child. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer. Each child attending received a physical examina- 
tion. Twenty-two were immunized against diphtheria, 
twenty-two were immunized against whooping cough, 
twenty-two were immunized against tetanus and four were 
vaccinated against smallpox. 


_ Children from Holden have attended Pediatric, Cardiac 
and Crippled Children’s clinic held in Bangor under the 
auspices of the Department of Health and Welfare. Chil- 
dren are referred to these clinics by the family physician 
through the public health nurse. 


Visits have been made to the schools and conferences 
held with the superintendent and teachers. Home visits 
have been made whenever the teachers requested this 
_ service. During May and June fifty-three children were 
-Jmmunized against diphtheria and tetanus, fourteen were 
vaccinated against smallpox. Audiometer tests to check 
the children’s hearing were given in December and one 
child was found to have defective hearing. The parents of 
this child were notified by the teacher so that steps could 
be taken to obtain correction. 
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Patients with communicable diseases have been visited 
and instructions given to prevent the spread of disease. 
Contacts of these people have been skin tested whenever 
the family physician requested. Four persons have been 
x-rayed at x-ray clinics. 


An effort will be made during the coming year to estab- 
lish a health council to foster better community health 
through community participation in the health program.

Health and happiness are the greatest assets in life. The 
health program carried on in Holden is aimed to give health 
and happiness to each individual in the community. 


During the past year your public health nurse has made 
home visits to expectant mothers, and also to the new in- 
fants. Health supervision visits have been made to the pre- 
school child, to the crippled child, and to school age children 
when the teachers have requested home visits. Communica- 
ble disease follow-ups have been done, and contacts of active 
cases of tuberculosis skin tested at the request of the fam- 
ily physician. 


Children from Holden have attended the Pediatric, Cardi- 
ac, and Crippled Children’s Clinic in Bangor. These clinics 
are held monthly under the auspices of the Department of 
Health and Welfare. 


Visits have been made to the schools for consultation with 
the teachers to discuss the health program. Home visits 
have been made whenever the teacher requests this service. 
During the month of April, fifteen children in the schools 
were given diphtheria and tetanus, and four were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 


Child Health Conferences sponsored by the ladies of 
Holden were held during June, July, and August. Twenty- 
four children attended and nineteen were inoculated against 


whooping cough, diphtheria, and tetanus. Two children 
were vaccinated against smallpox. 
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An attempt was made to organize a health council in 
Holden during the past, but due to the fact that there are a 
number of organizations already existing, it was felt that it 
would not be feasible to organize a health council at this 
time.

With this important truth in mind, your public health 
nurse has been this past year, and will be in the year to 
come, available for education and guidance to the expectant 
mother, infant, preschool, and school age groups. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held with a total 
attendance of twenty-six. Immunizations against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and tetanus were given to thirteen chil- 
dren. Five were vaccinated against smallpox. Sixteen phy- 
sical examinations were given. 


One of the most important phases of the school health 
program is the readiness of the public health nurse to act 
as an interpreter between the home and school relative to 
problems of a physical or emotional nature, that there may 
be a better understanding and all-round development of the 
school child. | 


The Department of Health and Welfare sponsored clinics, 
which include Pediatric, Crippled Children, Cardiac, and 
Mental Hygiene, have been available to the community. 
The services offered by attendant specialists are on a diag- 
nostic and consultant basis. 


As tuberculosis is primarily a disease of adult life, case 
finding, especially in the early stage, becomes of great 
significance. Mindful of this, diagnostic x-ray clinics have 
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been held this past year in Old Town, Lincoln, and Howland. 
Your public health nurse wishes to express her sincere 


appreciation for the invaluable volunteer assistance given 
by the Health Council and to all who have contributed in 
furthering the health service.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


November 28, 1953 


Board of Selectmen 
Town of Holden, Maine 


Gentlemen : 


In accordance with our agreement, we have audited the 
accounting records of the Town of Holden for the year 
ended February 20, 1953. Our examination followed the 
generally accepted audit procedures for municipalities. 


Cash, as recorded received, was found to have been 
promptly deposited and the balance in the general fund to 
be in agreement with statement furnished by The Merrill 
Trust Company. 


The 1952 assessment of property and poll taxes has been 
proved and compared in detail with the list committed to 
the collector. Excise tax receipts numbered 140 to 399 in- 
clusive for 1952 and numbered 1 to 156 inclusive for 1953 
were added and found to be in agreement with amounts re- 
mitted to the treasurer. 


New tax liens, including cost and interest, were recorded. 
Outstanding tax liens at date of examination were viewed 
and payments subsequent to year end closing were checked 
to determine proper credits. 


Investments consist of amounts raised and appropriated 
for a future school building and accrued interest on the in- 
vestment. 


Notes payable represents the authorized borrowing of 
money expended on State Aid Construction in anticipation 
of future joint funds. 


The net overdraft of $2,424.42 carried forward is the dif- 
ference between the State Aid Construction overdraft of 
$3,086.26 and unexpended school balances of $661.84. 


Transactions in individual trust funds were examined 
and balances verified with the depositories. 


We did not make a detailed audit of all transactions; we 
did, however, analyze and test check accounts to the extent 
considered necessary. 


Analysis of departmental accounts indicates, in some in- 
stances, insufficient appropriations, unappropriated revenue 
should not be expended. It is suggested that the citizens 
either vote the authorization to expend this revenue or raise 
and appropriate sufficiently for anticipated expenditures. 
There are, however, accounts which cannot be wholly con- 
trolled; therefore, we recommend that tax levies be made 
for all known requirements. 


Based upon our examination we hereby certify that, in 
our opinion, the accompanying Exhibits and Schedules fair- 
ly present the financial condition of the Town as of Febru- 
ary 20, 1958, in conformity with generally accepted account- 
ing principles. .
